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This book was born, as many things are, out of confusion. It was the spring of 1987 and everyone was running for 
President of the United States. Well, not everyone. A few of us were trying to invent a magazine about the recent past. 
MEMORIES, it was going to be called; that much we knew. 

We also knew that we wanted it to be as different from the dry history courses of our school days as we could make 
it. We wanted it to be lively, irreverent, fun, witty, intelligent, thoughtful, relevant, entertaining—all the things we hope 
it turned out to be. 

Most of our articles, we decided, would be ‘‘anniversary driven.” That is, we would look at events of 20, 25, 30, 40 
and 50 years ago with all the advantages of 20/20 hindsight, not only laying out what happened then but updating the 
story to now. 


We also wanted to bring a perspective to contemporary events, like the Presidential campaign then looming so large 
on the political horizon. But how to make sense of a campaign that seemed to have as many candidates as voters? And 
one in which most of them seemed interchangeable. As Butch Cassidy put it to the Sundance Kid about the posse that 
kept stalking them, “Who are those guys?” 

At a staff meeting, an editor spoke up. “I bet,” the editor said, “you could get a better fix on who the candidates 
are and what they stand for by reading their high school yearbooks than by reading their position papers.” 

“Say that again!”’ | said. 

The editor did. 

And that’s how our most popular feature started. That, too, though we didn’t know it at the time, was how this 
volume was conceived. 


Getting the yearbooks was more difficult than we had expected. First we had to track down where the candidates 
went to school. Some of the schools we contacted were obliging; others were not. Many wanted the candidates’ 
permission, which meant more calls and letters. In the end, for our first issue, we came up with the yearbook 
photographs of 18 Presidential candidates, including the two eventual nominees, George Walker Bush (Phillips Academy, 
Andover, Mass., 1942) and Michael Dukakis (Brookline High School, Brookline, Mass., 1951). 

Just as we hoped, the yearbook entries turned out to be wonderfully revealing, confirming a long-held conviction that 
high school is life and that who you are there is who you turn out to be. Thus, “Poppy” Bush was practically running 
Andover: president of the Society of Inquiry, chairman of the Student Deacons, president of the Greeks (funny, he didn’t 
look Greek), captain of the soccer team and member of the editorial board of the school newspaper. 

To no one's surprise, our yearbook feature was an immediate success. Most of the 1,000 letters we received about 
the new magazine asked for an encore. We were only too happy to oblige, and we've carried the feature ever since, 


For the most part, the high-school-is-life rule has held true. Donald Trump was voted “‘Ladies’ Man” of New York 
Military Academy's class of 1964. Robert Zimmerman (Bob Dylan) wanted ‘‘to join Little Richard” after graduating from 
Hibbing (Minn.) High School in 1959. Comedian Steve Martin was president of the Jason’s Jesters Club at Garden Grove 
(Calif.) High School in 1963. 

Writer Ray Bradbury was “headed for literary distinction” back in 1938 at Los Angeles High School, and Joyce Carol 
Oates had already discovered “the power of thought—the magic of words” at Williamsville (N.Y.) Central High School, 
1956. Pat Sajak, Farragut High School, Chicago, 1964, wanted to become a radio announcer, and Oprah Winfrey was 
voted ‘‘most popular’ in her class, 1971, at East High School in Nashville. 

\ could go on. But part of the pleasure of this book is making your own discoveries. And if you have half as much 
fun reading it as we have had putting it together, you're in for a treat.
